The Prospector Who was 


Found North of Town 


was Murdered. 


The remains of the man, whom The 


Journal reported Sunday morning as 
h-iving been found dead 
six 
miles 


north of town, were brought to Reno 
and taken to 
Perkins and Oliver's 


Mortuary. 
An Inquest will 
be held 


over the remains today. 


It develops from papers on the per- 


•on of the dead man that his name 
as L. Eineeker and that he was a 


prospector. 
It was furthermore dis,; 


covered that he did not die from nat- 
ural causes, but waa most foully mur- 
jdered. 
The skull of the unfortunate 


! prospector was caved in, as from a 
j blow with a rock or other heavy instru- 
iment. 


Some wild animals had eaten away 


the flesh from his face and hands and 
the body presented a horrible, appear- 
ance when found by J. Buzan, a sheep- 
herder in the employ of Henry Ander- 
| son.

It developed from the documentary 


j evidence on the person of the deceased 


i nd from interviews gathered yester- 
day that the 
prospector had 
been 


grub staked by M. Schllssenblum. The 
latter says he 
sent him out 
four 


months ago to do some prospecting on 
.•in equal lay.' 


The county has offered a reward of 


52,'.0 for the discovery of the murderer 
of the prospector.

The City Schools are Far 


from Being Dissemi- 


nators of Disease. 


The air seems full of rumors of clqs- j 


Ing the public schools on account of 
scarlet fever. While.The Journal be- 
lieves in every reasonable precaution, 
when we have in our midst even a 
light form of any contagious disease, 
and the cases are light according to 
the attendant physicians, we do not 
believe in promoting a "scare." 


) 
It certainly would be 
fostering a 


very big "scare" to close up the public 
schools, which would be equal to say- 
ing that the disease Is beyond the con- 
trol of the physicians. 


Ours chool buildings are wholesome 


and sanitary. There is no disease in 
them for,children to "take." Contact 
with other children Is not the danger- 
ous thing that scarists try to make 
one think. 


Only at certain stages of the dis- 


ease is there danger, and those stages, 
if The Jouinal Is correctly Informed, 
are the times when patients are very 
ill and "peeling." 
No child could be 


In school at auoh stages of the dis- 
ease. 


We understand that 
all 
children 


showing signs of fever, sore throat or 
illness are sent home from the public 
rchools, so that the greatest care may 
be taken of the children present. 


Some people have seen fit to keep 


their children out of school for a few 
days, but the majority has not done 
so, fueling that their children are just 
as safe In school as they would be at 
home. 


The children that would run 
the 


streets are safer In school. 


The Journal believes that to close 


the schools now, when we have so lit- 
tle disease compared to the size of 
the town, would not only work a hard- 
=hip upon our people, but it would be 
a sign that we have not yet caught up 
with our growth. 
We are 
a much 


larger town than we were a few years 
ago—we have a more varied popula- 
tion, and we are bound to have more 
or less disease In our mildst throughout 
the year. We have enough doctors to 
the square inch to protect us against 
these diseases ^and to 
prevent 
the 


spreading of them without having to 
"lose the schools every tilhe 
a few 


cases of contagious disease appear. It 
does not seem reasonable to cry "epi- 
demic" when 
In our population of 


about 7000 the" cases could be counted 
upon the fingers of two hands. 


What do they do in big cities? 
The Journal believes that to scare 


people Is to get them ready to take 
'lisea^e. 
One good way to keep your 


children immune is not to talk disease 
to them. Cleanliness, proper attention 
to diet, and regular habits of 
both 


mind and body will do much towards 
'ceeping disease away. We venture to 
^ay that In the school room most of 
'hese things sire more carefully looked 
after than at home.

THE CUBAN FRAUDS. 


W 


HEN Neely, Rathbone and Reeves v.-ere 
caught stealing from the postal department in 


Cuba, the Cubans were not surprised. 
It was what 


they had been accustomed to tinder Spanish rule. 
They looked upon it as one of the perquisites of 
the ruling class and race. 
When there were delays 


and transfers and the cases dragged along until it 
looked as though they might not be tried at all, the 
Cubans looked upon it as a matter of course. When 
the accused men were brought to trial in Havana 
they were mildly surprised. 
When they were con- 


victed, they became assured that the United States 
meant to deal honestly and that stealing was an in- 
dividual offense that would not be tolerated, instead 
of a privilege accorded an official of the govern- 
ment. 
"** 


The conviction came at an opportune time, just 


as the United States was making final preparations 
for turning the island over to the Cubans. 
It sets 


an example to the Cubans that is needed. But the 
convicted men have powerful friends a Washington, 
who will try to save them from the penalty of their 
ofteuses. 
In Rathbone's case especially, the find- 


ing of the Cuban court'is denounced as outrageous. 
If his appeal is denied, efforts will be made to have 
him brought to this country for retrial, and congress 
will be asked to pass a law for the purpose if nec- 
essary. 
Rathbone's friends Isay that every step 


taken in the prosecution of his case was an outrage 
upon justice and fair dealing, and they assert that 
they will be able to prove it to the satisfaction of 
the American people if their client is ever brought 
to trial in an'American court. 


We do not understand that either of the accused 


men was desirous of being retried in the United 
States. 
Rathbone's friends claim that the Cuban, 


officials who tried him acted both as prosecuting at- 
torney and judge and were instructed to convict. 
Orders sent from Washington .o Governor-General 
Wood in regard to Rathbone's case were never car- 
ried out. 
Xot a scrap of evidence was produced 


directly connecting Rathbone with criminal acts 
and the very highest possible testimony was pro- 
duced as to his honesty and integrity. 
Rathbone's 


attorney was the ablest lawyer in Havana and he 
will bring to Washington at an early day the evi- 
dence, that the trial and conviction of Rathbone 
was a mockery of justice. 


It is admitted that Xeely was guilty, though his 


friends are likely to be heard in denial as vehement 
as is made by Rathbone's friends. 
Reeves is ex- 


pected to be pardoned because he turned States 
evidence. 


Aside from the injustice of the case, it isclaimed 


that Rathbone was prosecuted because of jealousy 
among high officials and that the .extravagances 
that were proved against him in the matter of hou-,e 
hold and official expenses in Cuba were authorized 
in an official letter of Postmaster General Smith, 
and consisted of only such mirchases at govern- 
ment expense as are common in Washington and 
elsewhere by government officials.

He said that Venus, Mercury, Mars, Jupi- 
ter, Saturn, Uranus, the sun and moon would all be 
on one side of the world, and a submergence of 
western Europe, western Asia, and the south eart- 
crn part of the United States, including Texas 
would begin on April 6th and be completed in 
thirteen days, when the moon will arrive again on 
the equator, April iSth.
